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Cl Mexico; Several hundred students clashed^ with 
security forces again last night _ in the capital, 
and no end of the crisis is yet in sight. 

At least one infantry battalion has been 
brought into Mexico City from outside the federal 
district, and the police forces have been more 
heavily armed because of the increased violence. ^ 

A police commander announced that no public meetings 
will be allowed anywhere in the city. 

The students were unable to hold the large 
demonstration that was tentatively scheduled for 
last night and now plan their next mass march next 
week. Sympathy strikes are in force in several 
other areas of Mexico. The authorities have picked 
up five of what the government considers the top 
ten Communist strike leaders. Troops have _ report- 
edly occupied two universities in the provinces.
